VANCOUVER^lj;^kT^ThB Association of Universities and 
Colleges of I^Cahodo^fias called for an imntedipio increase 
of $3 in the federal government's per capita grant. 

This increase, proposed by the Bladen report, would raise 
the grant for education from Ç2 to $3. 

The AUCC Friday passed a resolution "that the government 
be .urgently requested to authorise this increase within the 
present fiscal year". ■ 

Tlie resolution, moved by Dr. J. A. Coriy of Queen's Uni- 
versity, asked for the immediate increase because "the present 
slate of university financing is critical". 

The AUCC also aslced its board of directors to establish a 
committee to study ail aspects of accessibility to post-secondary 
education. ' 

This would include "financial assistance to students." 

The grant and student aid résolutions were passed during 
Iho final session of the five-day conference, which attracted 300 
delegates from universities and colleges across Canada. '

"The United States will- win the war in Vietnam by sheer' 
force of might", said DK BeniardiB. Fall last night in his ad^ 
dress to Sir George William^Uhjyersity's 7lh Annua! Seminar 
on International Affairs. 



Dr. Fall is a professor of poli^ 
tlcal science at Howard Universi- 
ty and a prominent author. 

Speaking on "Southeast Asia: 
Genesis of a Crisis", Dr. Fall 
said, "Even fighting with pas- 
sionate fervour, the supporters 
of tlie revolutionary vvar can- 
not win a^tnsîfttie superior mi- 
litary power of the US." 

He then said even if the US 
is victorious in Vict Nam, it 
must still win the minds of the 
people. Eighty per cent of the 
population of the country Is 
made up of small land-owning 
peasants. About 2000 peasants 
live in each village, ruled by a 
chjef. If the village chief Is 
fiiiurdcred or changes sides,, all 
TiKese people are lost. '• 

"One of the major mistakes 
made by the US in Viet Nam 
is the concern with the govern- 
ment, of state, and not with the 
village chiefs. 

The Viet Cong know that by 
controlling the viHa.ije chiefs 
they can control tlie people. 
Their use of terror as a weapon 
is extensive : "in 1937-58, 453 
village chiefs were killed by tlie 



VC; in 1961-62, 4000 chiefs were 
killed." 

Dr. Fall thus emphasised that 
(he confidence of the farmers 
must be gained. 

Dr. Fail cited statistics show- 
ing the opinion of the Ameri- 
can people at present. "In the 
US, only 25-30 universities, in- 
volving 20,000 out of three mil- 
lion students, have engaged in 
Viet Nam protest." Furthermore 
"65% of the American people 
support Johnson's policy."

"The student protest movemènnFbassd on the Biblical 
quotation, 'Justice, justice you shall seek'," SCOPE Chair- 
man Stephen Cohen said yesterday at a panel discussion 
on "Social Protest, and the Jewish Student". 

The pane! was moderated by. Nell Caplon, Chairman 
of the' Social Action Committee at HIlie!, and composed of ' 
Cohen, BA 4, Steven Schechter, BA 3, -and Vida Elman, 
BA 3. 

Cohen explained his quotation In the context of the 
present student activism. He said, "Our pretest Is the 
demand for social justice. Repetition of the. word 'justice' 
means that we seek . justice justly — using just methods." 

This echoed Miss Elman's statement that the means of 
social protest must be compatible with the goal. She said, 
"We must protest non-vlolently In order to achieve a peace- 
ful end." 

She said that non-violence Is useful and effective 
since "Non-violence appeals to reason, not to emotion." 
But. she. said, there is a problem to this ratlonalltyi "Non- 
violence, since it requires the self-control of many people, 
is hard to maintain." 

Schechter sold, "The civil rights movement Is basic- 
ally religious" and "the marchers at Selma were mainly 
clergymen". He said that the student protest deals with 
fundamental human rights and the appeal for action is 
universal.

A good deal of unfriendly banter ensued during which 
language of a traditional newspaper type was heordi A 
scuffle was avoided by Welser's decision to withdraw and 
he loped off into the night. The reporters resumed their 
various chores.

Reading the "free press" can be a 
of fun, once you realise that there is 
longer such a thing as "truth".

An election is the only time when the politician comes into your 
living room — titrougli the TV screen, of course. Or he may ring 
your doorbell and may tell you how important you are in hli life 
■ and for hit living. But how docs he feel after the election ? It was 
succinctly stated by the poet and chansonnier, Felix l>eclerc : 

"La veille de ses élections, il t'appelait son fiston 

le lendemain, comme de raison, (il) avait oublié ton nom." 
An election is also an indication of democracy. The more of it, 
the better. In this connection President Ayub Khan of Pakistan has 
made a notable contribution, to political theory. He said that parlia- 
.' " mentary; democracy ;:i8. suitable only in a cold country. By .that 
ilandard'alone, Canada' is'the most appropriate place for Parliament- 
1 ary Democracy. Here in this country the biting winter sticks for 

eight long months and during the short summer it rains every 
weekend. • ' . .• 

Some people complain that Canada has too many political parties. 
.Look at the 17-year-old Israel. She has 17 parties. Israelis Just love 
parties ! Why not Canadians ? 

Opposition leader Dlefenbakcr at any time of the day and night 
can out-talk, out-shout, out-debate, out-manoeuvre and outpledge 
Prime Minister Pearson. It is possible that Mr. Pearson exercised his. 
prerogative in calling an election to. enable Mr. Dicfenbaker (who 
is dying to serve the nation again) to retire to his own island in the 
Prairies.

Criminals lacit treatment 
in preventive psycliologY

First of two parts 

Dr. Bruno Cormier is the 
prison psychiatrist for St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Penitentiary, the 
head of the Forensic Clinic and 
an associate professor of psy- 
chiotry at McGill. 

A French Canadian, Dr. Cor- 
mier received his medical degree 
from l'Université de Montréal. 
Between 1948 and lOSO he studi- 
ed toward his diploma in psy- 
chiatry at the Allan Memorial 
Institute. He then went to the 
University of London, In Eng- 
land, for postgraduate studies 
and research and returned -to. 
Montreal in 1053 to liegin the 
Forensic Clinic, devoted solely 
to the treatment and study of 
dclinnucnt behaviour. In 1955 he 
became the first psychiatrist in 
Quebec to be appointed to a 
penal institute. 

Dr. Cormier discussed his 
ideas on criminal psychiatry with 
us at the Forensic Clinic. His 
office is what one would imagine 
as the typical psychiatrist's 
office, complete with modern 
paintings and an analyst's couch. 
At the Forensic Clinic which is 
part of the Allaii Memorial Insti- 
tute, Dr. Cormier treats men on 
probation, oh parole, or men who 
have been sent by the court for 
an evaluation of their sanity. He 
also sees ex-convicts who come to 
the clinic because they are afraid 
that they will repeat their 
crimes. All who come to the 
clinic, come voluntarily. The 
clinic is staffed by another psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Boyer, and eight 
psychologists and social workers. 

Penal change 

Daily: As a psychiatrist who 
has been studying delinquent be- 
havior, how do you feel the pre- 
sent penal system could be im- 
proved. 

Dr. Cormier: A penal system 
is aimed to keep order in the 
society. The philosophy of any 
penal system is that if a law Is 
broken and a man is guilty some- 
thing must be done about it. 
What should we do with this 
man? It is at this point that 
psychiatrists and psychologists 
. , can help judges • arrive at the 
'correct decision. 

After examining the offender 
.a psychiatrist can advise the 
' court as to whether a long or 
' short sentence or probation 
would be best in a particular 
case. If put on probation, the 
criminal should have access to 
treatment outside. Ttie Forensic 
Clinic provides such treatment. 
If sentenced, the prisoner should 
be.abIe|i^to find necessary treat- 
mént^fàcilities in the peniten- 
tiary. 

Juvenile reform 
and rehabilitation 
I also feel that no persM .^er^ 
fore the age of eighteen should: 
be sent for any reason to a penal 
institution.

cial institutions for juveniles. It's for them with our present know- 



a crime to send them to a peni- 
tentiary, hot in the sense of the 
law but in the sense of humanity. 
"The moment they are sent to a 
penal institution they are lost. 

Daily: Why did you decide to 
enter this particular field of psy- 
chiatry? 

Dr. Cormier: I like it. When 
you study men it's a way of 
knowing men in general. These 
are men, not only criminals. You 
can learn about society in gene- 
ral by trying to understand why 
these men are in rebellion. We 
should try to find out why we 
couldn't prevent him (criminal) 
from being what he is as well 
as why we're not doing some- 
thing to rehabilitate him. 

Daily: Dr. Cormier why do 
you think we're not doing enough 
to rehabilitate the criminals? 

Dr. Cormier: There are two 
major reasons for this: First a 
shortage of trained personnel and 
second the attitude of society 
towards the criminal. 

Personnel shortage 

There is a great shortage of 
professional psychiatrists, psy- 
chologists and social workers 
who want.to.work with criminals. 
At St. Vincent de Paiil there are 
2300 inmates, almost all of whom 
should have professional treat- 
ment. However, because I am 
so under-staffed I can only treat 
those who are acutely ill. I have 
a long waiting list. 

Daily: Why do you suppose 
there are so few people in' this 
field? 

Dr.' Cormier: There is, of 
course, a fear of working with 
prisoners. One also gets a feeling 
of hopelessness because so little 
has been. done. But once you get 
into the work you know that 
although little has been done up 
to now, we can do a great deal

Daily: What, is the^'ireSnl 
problem yoii encounter In^worlt 
ing with convicts? ' ' 

Dr. Cormier: The greatest pro- 
blem is that you are working in 
an abnormal atmosphere. The 
basis of our society is freedom 
.and the basis of the petiitentiary 
- is .withdrawal of freedom. You 
can't tieach , them to adjust to 
living in this kind of atmosphere 
because it's abnormal. But then, 
you must adjust them to living 
there because they must. It • Is 
a great conflict because If they 
get used to penitentiary life they 
have difficulty when they get 
out, and so return. 

Daily: Do you have any diffi- 
culties such as unco-operation 
with the prisoners themselves? 

Dr.- Corntier: No we have no 
difficulty with the prisoners. The 
only trouble is that the prisoner 
worries what the . others will 
think when they see me with 
him.' . 

Cure elusivo 
Daiiv: Do you think that all 
criminals can be rehabilitated? 

Dr. Cormier: Just as in medi- 
ciiie, we must treat the patient 
according to the severity of the 
illness; Although many can be 
treated there are several for 
whom we can do nothing. But 
just as in medicine we must do 
research so that we'll be able 
to help them in the future. I 
like working at St.; Vincent de 
Paul because. 66% of the prison- 



Movements have arisen on 
Canadian campuses to control 
the policies of editors who stray 
from reporting strictly student 
news. The editor of' the Carillon, 
the student newspaper of the 
Rcgina campus of the University 
of Saskatchewan, was fired last 
month because of his published 
views on Vietnam; and at Mc- 
Gill, the Dotit^ has managed to 
crush attempts by - a group of 
students desiring to dictate the 
conduct of editorial policies and 
the writing of editorial opinion. 

Apathy Prevalent 
The danger has arisen that 
the moderate segment of student 
journalism in Canada is fighting 
a solid wall of intelligent ex- 
tremists who are parading their 
interests in the guise of the 
whole student community. Ideas, 
-opinions, and news communi- 
cated to the student body and 
corporate policy are being chal- 
lenged, not on the grounds , of 
honest disagreement, but on the. 
right to air them. It is here that 
the traditional role of 'student 
newspapering is being under- 
mined. ; 

In a recent editorial, the 
Silhouette, of McMaster Univcr-. 
sity, recognised that its function 
as a leader and moulder of stu- 
dent opinion has been a frus- 
trating experience. "Certainly, 
no other university in Ontario 
can claim to have students who 
^how less active interest in the 
affairs of other students, the 
nation, and the world, than our 
own." And underscoring the 
apathy prevalent, the editorial 
continued; "Earlier this year we 
suffered a monetary mental 
lapse and published full inter- 
pretative reports on free educa- 
tion . . . the Bladen Report, stu- 
dènt protests, and so on. They 
were not read; the stories about 
sex, food, and booze were well 
read — as always." 

Vigourout Press 
Most newspapers, commercial 
and student, understand this atti- 
tude of their readers, but still 
they cannot afford fo ignore 
news beyond the local interest. 
Early in the. year B. J. Doyle, 
editor of thé Toronto Globe and 
Mail told a i conference of the 
Canadian Unlyersity^ress, the 



national student press service, 
"Don't be afraid to experiment. 
Our university newspapers are 
too often campus-oriented minia- 
tures of the average Canadian 
daily. This' can also be a substi- 
tute for lack of originality, lack 
of a sense of adventure." And 
on a press that digs and criti- 
cises: "Such a press will suffer 
abuse from those it has made 
uncomfortable and will suffer it 
gladly." - 

It is because men can no 
longer ignore the plight of their 
fellows that student journalism 
especially '- should address itself 
to the numerous crises of the 
day.' It must balance its treat- 
ment of local issues willi those 
of international concern to all 
citizens. 

Dr. Malcolm Taylor, president 
of the University of Victoria, 
last .week criticised the student 
press for dealing in "nonsense 
and trivia" instead of politics, 
science and education. He called 
upon it to "lead ~ the world to 
enlightenment'^ and . stimulate 
public discussion of public 
events. He added: "It is 'argued 
students are not interested in 
the news, yet it is an inescapable 
fault of the campus newspaper 
that serves them." 

Standards 

To this end, the Charter of 
the Canadian University Press 
states that "the student press 
must stimulate student thought 
and awareness of the problems 
and topics that affect students, 
the nation, and ti>e world." 
Against .. expulsion, suspension, 
and censorship, the Charter says 
"the Canadian student press 
should be free from pressure by 
student . governments, university 
authorises, or any external, 
agencies, :* . . and that it is, 
therefore; essential to a free stu- 
dent press that it be responsible 
for the views and opinions it 
expresses." 
The Code of Ethics of the 
• CUP .states explicitly: "The 
newspaper must be free from all 
obligations except the public in- 
terest. To promote any private 
interest contrary to the general 
welfare, for any reason,, is in- 
compatible with honest journal- 



ers there are repeaters and so 
I have a' chance'.to work with 
difficult cases.

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Fee problem Teaching supply

"We heard them and we considered them and made our 
recommendations. 

"Nothing I have heard since makes mc want to apologise 
for them or reconsider them". 

Dean Bladen also advocated Income tax concessions to 
enable married women to fill university, teaching posts. 

"The number of highly cdùcatéd^'women we have in the 
country is a grossly untapped source of staff for universities. 

"Perhaps the federal government could make some tax ar- 
rangement so women teachers would bo able to make a deduc- 
tion for costs involved in employing a housekeeper to look 
after husbands and families." 

He also suggested universities should not insist on lecturers 
having doctorates before being allowed to teach. 

He was commenting on University of Toronto president Dr. 
Ciiudc Bissell's statement that the problem of recruiting staff 
. to meet the needs forecast by the Bladen report was terrifying. 

The report says that during the next 10 years, 2,800 new 
staff members will have to be recruited annually across Can- 
ada to meet universities' needs. 

Dr. Bissell said he felt there had not been enough emphasis 
on the problem of meeting the needs stressed -in the report.
